THE COUNTRY EDITOR 


A Portion Of Champ Clark's Famous Speoch 
Delivered Thirteen Years Ago ln Da- 
fonse Of The Small Newspaper. 

The following is an extract from 
the proceedings of the House of Rep- 
resentatives On March 2, 1898. It 18 
well worth reading. The House was 
considering the Loud bill, whioh pro- 
posed to increase the postal rates on 
country nawspapers and to adopt a 
number of restrictions on their trans- 
mission through the mails. Ohamp 
Olark defeated the bill by his speech 
a portion of whioh follows; 

Newspapers are great disseminators 
of information. The mammoth mes- 
ropolitan papers with their vast oir- 
culation are splendid educators, but 
after ali ten persons read the little 
country weekiy where one reads a 
metropolitan paper. 

Having once beep a conntry editor 
myself, I entertain a moat kindly 
felling for my old oonferres. I am 
willing tu make affidavit that the 
eloven months I pent editing a rural 
journal were the most beneficial of 
my life to myself, perhaps to others. 
Tam proud to have belonged to the 
editorial guild. Iam unalterably op- 
posed to anything that will injore the 
oonntry editor, ourtai) his profits, olr- 
cumeocribe his usefulness, or piace an 
additional thorn in bis pathway. 

The rural editor—God biess him— 
is the most persistent of teachers. 
Like charity as described by dt. Paul 
in the thirteenth obapter of the First 
Corinthians he ‘'suffereth long and 
is kind, whiob oan not be said of the 
men that got up this bill. He ‘‘envi- 
eth not, In which he does not re- 
semble some people over on this side 
of the House. He ‘‘vaunteth not him- 
self. in which be is differentiated 
from the leaders on the other side of 
the big aisle. He is not puffed up.“ 
in whioh he rises bigh above a good 
many of us. He does not behave 
himself unseemly; seeketh not his 
own; ia not easily provoked.'’ 

He ia the pack borse of every com- 
munity, the promoter of every laud- 
able enterprise, the worst underpaid 
laborer in the vineyard. Oounting 
hin space as his capital he gives more 
to obarity, bis means considered, than 
any other member of society. He ia 
a power in politics a piliar in the 
cburch, a leader in the crusade for 
better morals. He is preeminently 
the friend of humanity. 

Line apon line, paragraph upon par- 
agraph, day by day, he is embalming 
in oold type the facta from which 
the Herodotus, the Tacitus, the S18- 
mondi, or the Macaulay of the future 
will Write the history of our times 
— Applause. He joyously announces 
our advent into this world, brietiy 
records our uprisings and our down- 
sittings and sorrowfally chronicles 
our exit from thia vale of tears, 

As aocreator of beauty, he double 
disoognte Mme Ayer, who undertakes 
to increase feminino pulohritude only 
in particular instances; but the coun- 
try editor, in the exeroise of plenary 
power, impartially beautifies all wo- 
men whose names appear in his 00l- 
umos. (Laughter and applause.) By 
a touch of his magician’s wand he 
converts paste into diamonds spark- 
ling on beautv's neck, and witha 
skill of Which anolent and ambitious 
alohemiate only dreamed and with po- 
liteness whioh Cnestertield might have 
envied, be transmutes brasa trinkets 
into jewelry of purest gold, when 
they appear as ornaments of the fam- 
ilv or his subsoriber. 


He ia the greatest und moat ingen- 
ions of manufacturers, for while oth- 
er manufacturers produce only per- 
ishable stuffs, be manufactures im- 
mortal statesmen out of raw, somo- 
times very raw material, (Laughter. ) 
This laudable industry no Dingley 
bill oan protect him, and he must ex- 
necessitate work in competition with 
the pauper manofactarers of Europe.

To our virtues vory kind 
And to our faults a little blind. 


We are all more or less. generally 
more, bis bandiwork, and it does not 
become the oreature to injure the 
business of his creator. Without his 
ingenious, generous and enthusiastic 
labora most of us would never have 
been here; and when he tires of us, 
he will retire to private life, amid 
rural scenes propitious for secret med- 
itation and silent prayer. (Laughter. ) 
Working night and day during the 
campaign, often without money and 
without vrice, when the election is 
over, the viotory won and the loaves 
and fishes, now vulgariy callod ‘*pie,"’ 
are to be distributed by some strange 
lapse of the human memory, he is 
gonerally forgotten. ; 

Horace Greeley was certainly on 
of tho greatest editors the world ever 
saw. His letter ta Wialliiam H. Se- 
ward in 1854, announoing tho **disso- 
jution of the politioiat firm of Be- 
ward, Weed and Greelny, by the 
withdrawal of the jantor partner, is

DIRECT MARKETING 


Walker Of Queen Anne’s Introduces Micas- 
uro To Ald Consumers. 


Believing that the housewives of 
Baltimure and farmera in the counties 
are being ‘‘bled’’ at the expense of the 
‘middlemen,’ W. Irving Walkgr;‘f 
r uce 
in the Houes a bill providing for ap- 
pointment of a commission to form 
plans for co-operative direct marketing 
between the consumers in the city aud 
the farmers. Although Mr. Walker 
ie a Democrat, the bill follows a sug- 
gestion made by Governor Goldebor- 
ough in his inaugeral address, when 
he advised the creation of a commim- 
ion to bring abont improved business 
and social conditions in country life 
in Maryland. Mr. Walker is a prac- 
tical farmer, owning a farm in Queen 
Anne's County of 3000 acres. 

“Iam convinced,“ he said, that 
the high orat of living in cities aod 
the high prices for farm products be- 
ing charged the people of Baltimore 
are due to excessive profita that go to 
the pockets of middlemen. ; As an H- 
lustration of this, I now bave on hand 
several! hundred barrels of potatoes. 
The beat I can get for them from the 
commission men in Baltimore. is sav- 
enty cents a barrel. Tiam told that 
in Baltimore potatoes are selling retail 
at $1.35. The price of seventy cents, 
which is the best I can get, does nos 
pay me the vost of raising the crop. 
On the other band, .the price that the 
Baltimore housekeeper i» paying la en- 
cessive. I believe that a commission 
of practical men, going into the gab- 
ject in a practical way, could bring 
ahont a system of direct dealing be- 
tween farmers and conzamers,’ which, 
with reasonable express and freight 
charges, would materially relieve con- 
sumers from tne high cost of living 
and give the farmers a reasonable 
profit. Under auoh a system I could 
seod my potatoes direct to consumer 
in Baltimore for. say, seventy five 
vents a barrel, while the consumer, 
after paying the express charges, 
would get them at one dollar a bar- 
rel.“ ve 

The bill pruvides for the appoint- 
ment of an unpaid commission of sev- 
en members, tu be known as the Mary- 
land Country Life Commission, An- 
nual appropriations of $15,000 for 1912 
and 1913 are provided for expenses, the 
commission being directed to make a 
thorough study of various problems of 
country lite and to form plans for 
their solution along such lines as co- 
operative marketing. the general pur- 
pose of the bill being to make country 
lite, in Maryland more attractive,

formed the Mulberry Hill Orchard 
Company aud have acquired over 500 
acres of land principally in Onapel 
District, where they will plant be- 
tween 35,000 and 40,000 apple trees of 
different varieties, The vompany is 
capitalized at 350, 000 and the most 
improved methods of handling and oar- 
ing for the fruit will be employed. 

Talbot County has been sending ap- 
plea to the large wholessle centres for 
years, aud it le said the supply has 
nover equuléd the demand.

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THE CONSTITUTION ARCHAIC? 
During the past ten years we 
have advanced to new standards 
of morality and of conduct, and 
it is well that we have done so 
as long as the new standards are 
wholesome and conducive to our 
well being. In that time we 
have changed more than our an- 
cestors during the early Chris- 
tian era changed in an entire 
century. Conditions are differ- 
ent and demand different stand- 
ards of conduct. We are grow- 
ing better constantly, and no law 
cnn binder this betterment. But 
laws can be changed to meet the 
new conditions of life only as a 
result of a change in the social 
conception of right and wrong. 
This sense of social justice must 
precede any change in the law. 
Only by recognizing this fact can 
the judges, who, after all is said 
and done, create most! yor our 
best laws rather than the legis- 
lature, keep abreast of the times 
and command the respect of the 
people. What the bench needs 
is a clearer understanding of this 
fact, The law is not a thing to 
be reverenced. It is not static 
or fixed. It should command 
our respect and the respect of 
the bench nnd bar, and that is 
all, The supreme court of the 
United States ls recognizing this 
fact and Is taking cognizance of 
the prevalent conception of right 
and wrong and is finding a con- 
struction of the old constitution 
of the United States which will 
meet this social conception of 
right and wrong, and so we are 
enabled when we have an intel- 
ligent court to keep fairly abreast 
of the times and to command in 
a greater or less degree the re- 
spect of the people. The time is 
coming, and that very shortly, 
when It will be realized that the 
old constitution of the United 
States framed over a hundred 
years ago is entirely out of date.

WOODROW WILSON IN 


Maryland—Makes Address Before Legis. ' 
lature—At Luncheon With Governor. 


Woodrow Wılaon, Governor of New 
Jersey and one of the leading candi- 
datea for the Demooratio nomination 
for President was the guest of tho 
Maryland Legisiature on Thursday of 
this week, and delivered an address 
before that body in the evening. Mr. 
Wilson ia very popular in “Maryland 
ard ‘many of his admirers and, well 
wishera journeyed to Annapolis to 
see and hear him. This County was 
pretty well represented deapite the 
fnot that the start had to be made 
bere in a fierce snow storm. Mr. Wil- 
eon was haiied on his arrival in the 
State aa the next President and re- 
deived an anthusiaatic weloome both 
in Baltimore and Annapolis. Hie 
speech was regarded as one of the 
strongest made in this State. 

Gov. Woodrow Wilean in his ad- 
dress before the Maryland Legislature 
came out in an unqnalified manner in 
favor of the initiative, referendum 
and recall, but said there was no do: 
mand for the initiative and referen- 
dum in national affairs, and he op- 
posed the recall of judges. He also 
thought that each State ought to de- 
olde these things for iteelf. 

He also criticised t&e ‘* underground 
streams of legislation and said the 
people were dissatisfied with their 
representative assemblies because the 
people do not know what is going on 
in them, and when they do not know 
they suspect. 

He indorsed the general movement 
throughout the conntry for direot pri- 
maries and ald: We've got to beat 
the bosses at the primaries; that's 
where they've got us. He drew a 
sharp diatinotion between the organ- 
ization and the machine and said he 
was for the organization hut againet 
the machine. 

He also discussed the tariff and de ; 
nounoed the present system as one of 
the protection of machinery and pro- 
ducts but not forthe protection of 
men. The present tarif system he 
deciared, had driven the American 
merchant marine from the seas aud 
this country was building the Pana- 
ma Uanal for the benefit of the oom- 
merce of every nation except the 
United States. He expected to attend 
the opening of the canal in 1915 bat 
to get few glimpses of the Stare and 
Stripes on any ships except ships of 
war

TO BANISH POLITICS 


From The Schools—friends Of Counties’ 
Educational System Draw Up Ton- 
tative Suggestion. 

While supporters of the Lee and 
Bellis sohool bills, both of whiok are 
now before the Legislature, are dis- 
cussing the pros and cons of those 
eminently political measures, persons 
interested in the welfare of the ooun- 
ty schools have drawn up a tentative 
auagest lon for a county school system 
whioh ia designed to eliminate schools 
completely from politicos. 

Both the Bellis and the Lee bille 
provide for bi-partisan county boards. 
The Bellis measure puts the appoin- 
tive power in the hands of the Gover- 
nor, but insists that he appoint only 
those men approved by the vounty 
party committees, The Lee bill leaves 
the matter entirely in the banda of 
the Governor, but prevides also that 
the boarda shall be bi-partisan, 


Details Of The Plas. 

The new plan, in which politics is 
supposed te play ne part is, in outline 
as follews; 

1. The Soheol Cemmiseoners of the 
county to be appointed by tne Gover- 
nor, with the advice end consent of 
the Senate, but the statute will, in 
express language, require the exeou- 
tive to make his appeintments abso- 
lutely without reference to partisan 
or sectarian affiliations. School Oom- 
missioners now in office wonld serve 
out the term for which they were ap- 
pointed. 

2% Moderate academic and profes- 
sional qualifications for the office of 
County Superintendent of Schools to 
be reqaired by the law, for example, 
the following: (a) Graduation from a 
approved oollege or an equivalent 
scbolarabip or training. (b) at least 
three years’ teaching experience in 
elementary or secondary schools; (0) 
at loast 80 weeks of professional train- 
ing ın a normal achool or college de- 
partment of education, or two years’ 
experience in supervision or evidence 
of professional kncwledge equivalent 
to the training already mentioned; 
(d) extended successful experience as 
a teacher or supervisory oficial might 
be counted aa meeting some of the 
professional and academio require- 
ments above mentioned (s) tbe ap- 
pointment of a county superintendent 
must in every case bo ratified by the 
State Board of Eduoation, whiob 
must furnish him with a suitable oer- 
titioate showing that he has met the 
quilificationas presoribed by law for 
the office. 

8. In each county all teachers, both 
prihoipal teachers and assistants, to 
be elected by the Board of County 
Commissioners, but sach election may 
be made only from eligible lista enb- 
mitted to the Board by the oounty 
superintendent. This would do away 
with the present power of local trus- 
tees to appoint prinvipal teachers. 

Questions Of Textbooks. 

4 Textbooks for use in the schools 
to be adopted by the School Board, 
whioh must act oa'y upou recommen- 
dations of the coanty superintendent 

5. Teachers to be protected by oivil 
service tenure and superintendents to 
be removable by the county board on- 
ly after a hearing upou written 
charges, anù with the right to appeal 
to the State Boara of Education, or 
by the State Board of Edacation on 
ita own initiative, 

6. The State Board of Education to 
be composed of the Governor, tha At- 
torney General and the State Super- 
intendent of Ednoanon, ex offimo and 
four members appointed from the 
State at large because of their ability, 
education and soand jadgement and 
entirely without regard to politioal or 
sectarian affiliations p 


7. Uounty superintendents now in 
office who meet the requirements of 
this sot to remain in office unless re- 
moved under ita terms. Those who 
fail to meet the requirements and re- 
ovive appropriate certificates trom the 
State Board of Education must. after 
a spddified time, relinguish their 
offices, 

8. The State Superintendent of Pub 
lio Edacation to be elected by the 
State Board of Education upon nomi- 
nation of the Governor, the lnoumb- 
ent superinsendent at each election 
being of coarse, excluded from the 
deliberation and the vote,

LEGISLATURE TO. PASS 


Bills—Democrats Try To Get Together — 
President Price Calls Meeting 
For Action. 


It begins to look like the Legiala 
ture ia waking up tu the fact that the 


greater part of the session has passed 


without much of the legislation which 
the Democratic party promised in their 
campaign and through tboir platform, 
being enacted In order to guarantee 
that these pledges be redeemed Preal-. 
dent Price has decided to call a con- 
ference of the Democratio Senators 
for the purpose of agreeing upon a 
program for the paseage of these laws. 
It is believed that the question of tak- 
ing our sohools out of politics ia one 
ofthe things whioh will be given 
careful consideration. The legialators 
are, at least many of tham, very much 
concerned over this matter and desire 
so frawe a bill which will forever re. 
move our schools from the zone of pol- 
Klos. 

It bas been proposed to pass a bill 
giving each party an equal representa- 
tion on the various Boards throughout 
the State. It boing argued that this 
will make it impossible for any party 
to control the policy of our suhools. 
Ome of the bills proposed also pre- 
ooribes the qualifications of the exam- 
inora, requiring ocertaim education 
qualifications, as well as professional 
training and actual experience in- 
teaching, Another question is that of 
the Presidential primaries. 

There are at present three bills 
whioh bevo been iatroduced in regard 
to these. One of these is in the hands 
of Ren. Lee; the other in the hands of 
President Price, while Sen. Ham- 
monde bill has not yet been introduced. 
President Price's bill maintains the 
oousty unis and provides that the vote 
fo Baltimore Ulty shall be by legisla. 
sive Distriote. Thie is the one which 
it is believed will finally be ad@pted. 
Sen. Leo's bill difora im that it pro- 
vides for second choice and requires 
different ballot boxes and machines 
for the different parties. The fight 
on the Anti-Saloon Local Option Bill 
is getting warm and itis believed that 
is will vome ont of the Vommittee 
the coming week. Thero is a great 
difterence of opinion as to the final out- 
come of thie measure. Superintendent 
Anderson insisting that it ia saro of 
passage while ita opponents are equally 
oertain that it will be defeated. Ev- 
erything seeme to be at son in regard 
to this bill aud it is hard to prophesy 
as to the result. At present it looks 
as thongh several advocates of the 
measure are at@Wing signs of weaken- 
ing and it would uot be a great su: 
prise to those who are familiar with 


the sitausion to see it defeated by a

Constable Darby 
states that while on the way to Salis- 
bury with his prisoner, Waller made 
a fall confession.

Local Option. 

The big fight of tne session is ex- 
pected to come up next week when 
the Anti Saloon local-option bill 
is brought ont of the commit- 
tee.

heartily in favor of this bill ana if 
their votes are needed to pass the bill 
eoma of them will be fonnd in the 
other camp. It is presumed that the 
celegates from this County will sup- 
port the bill as this County is unques- 
tionablyj strongly in favor of it. A 
tremendous pressures is being bronght 
to bear ou all those who are favorably 
disposed bill and it ishard to estimate 
the effect it is going to have. 

For Armory Here. 

Senator Price has introduced a bill 
providing for the expenditure of 
$25,000 for the purpose of purchasing 
a lot and building an armory in this 
city. This bill provides for a build- 
ing commission as follows: The Ad- 
jatant General of the State of Mary- 
land, Capt. 8.

The bill provides that 
all notar esfappotuted ander this act 
must be confirmed by the Senate, 

Pine Bluff Sanatorium. 

A bill has been introduced by Sen- 
ator Price providing for the purobase 
and equipment of the Pine Bluff San- 
atorium’' whioh is located just out of 
Salisbury for the treatment of incip- 
ient cases of tuberionis. It is stated 
that the State Sanatorium located in 
Woatern Maryland is not ina position 
to accommodate the number of per- 
sons desiring treatment for this great 
“White Plague. 815000 ia appro- 
priated as the amounnt to purobase 
this sanatorium. $5000 per year is to 
be appropriated for the maintenance 
of same after its purchase. A build- 
ing commission to exeonte the pur- 
chase of this property is appointed as 
follows;

Judge Stanford’s Charge. 

Indge Stanford delivered the oharge 
to the jury in a very impressive man- 
ner. After ceferring to the usual 
matters to which the attension of the 
Grand Jurors ia called Judge Stan- 
ford turned his attention to violations 
of our liquor laws and the sale of in- 
jurious drugs and oconeoctions. He 
ssid; 

“Iam told that there is an offense 
whioh is committed against your lo- 
oal law. Iam told that insoxicating 
liquors contrary to the letter and the 
spirit of yonr law are being old in 
your community, that this has ex- 
tended beyond the ordinary intoxicat- 
ing drinks and is daily growing ont 
of the sale of illicit drugs. It grows 
ont of the sale of drags producing in- 
toxicating effects. I am told it ia 
qnite prevalent notwithstanding}the 
active efforts of your law officers to 
suppress it. However that may be, I 
take ocoasion to apecifically invite 
your inquiry in order that this evil 
stamped as an evil by the local senti- 
ment of your community by the rep- 
resentatives of your county in the 
legislature who have incorporated it 
as a part of your local law, may not 
go on and jn order thatthe law may be 
inforced and that if the advocates of 
thia local law, this local option as it 
is sometimes called, if they are right 
in their theories, they are entitled 
that the law shall be enforced, that 
their theories may prevail. If after 
a fair and honest trial on the part of 
your law officers thie law shal) be 
found to be of an evil, it will be time 
enough for those Who oppose it to 
undertake to say that local statutes, 
loca) laws, particularly with refer- 
ence to intoxicating liquors, do not 
prohibit exoept in name.

Interstate and international in- 
dustrial companies should be re- 
quired to obtain a charter license 
from the department of com- 
merce before they could do busi- 
ness. As a condition of obtain- 
ing such charter or license they 
should be required to satisfy 
this department aà to their capl- 
talization. They should be re- 
quired to submit to the depart- 
ment at frequent intervals ex- 
hausive statements and reports 
as to their methods of doing 
business, cost of productton, price 
of marketing product, treatment 
of competitors, compensation and 
treatment of labor and treat- 
ment of consumer. In short, 
they should be required to lay 
bare to this department all trans- 
actions of every kind and nature. 
This department in turn should 
Make public at frequent inter- 
vals its findings regarding these 
corporations under a regular sys- 
tem of Inspection and report. As 
one industrial buainess varies so 
much from another. the only way 
we can finally settle many ques- 
tions that are bound to arise con- 
tinually in undertaking the fed» 
eral regulation of industrials ts 
to establish at Washington, in 
connection with the department 
of commerce and labor, a court, 
commission or board of some 
sort that will have large, broad 
powers to pass upon the varloys 
complex and Intricate questions 
that must necessarily arise from 
day to day in the changing con- 
ditions that surround businesa 
affaire in the progress and evolu- 
tion of the world. These ques- 
tions will not necessarily be legal 
questions.—George W. Perkins.

THE ANTI-SALOON BILL. 

The biggest fight of the ‘session is 
around the Local Option Bill, which 
is backed by the Anti-Saloon League 
of this State. This bill daea not pro 
vide as seems to be the impression in 
some quarters, that If passed Baltimore 
Oley will ve dry, but that when a 
certain number of the citizens of that 
oity, or ward in that city rather, peti- 


tion fora vote on the subject an elec- NI 


tion in the ward or legislative dis- 
trict petitioning shall be held. This 
looks like a fair enough bill, and 
those in Baltimore City who are argu- 
ing against the bill must be afraid 
that the sentiment whioh they are 
mow saying is in but littie evidence, 
is strong enough to carry euch an 
election if once put to the test. The 
arguments pro and con on the liquor 
question had better be delegated to 
the election itself than in the attempt 
` being made to defeat this bill. 

The Counties have no desire to force 
prohibition upon Baltimore City, nor 
are temperauce people in favor of 
passing a prohibitory law in any seo- 
tiou unless public sentiment is strong 
enough to guarantee that the law will 
be enforced after enactment. Whether 
or not liquor shall be sold in Balti- 
moro will be left to the citizens of that 
oity after the passage of the pending 
bill, and it does not look like any in- 
justice will be done even if the eunti- 
ment is as claimed by the opvonenta 
ef the measure. There is beyond a 
question of a doubt a big sentiment in 
Baltimore City for the passage of the 
Bill and these people should be recog- 
nized by the present legislature. The 
sentiment in this Uounty is strongly 
in favor of ite passage, and when the 
line up comes it is hoped that oar 
representatives at Annapolis will give 
heed to the desire of their constituency 
to see this bill passed. As far as we 
are aware there is no reason to doubt 
but they will do as our previous rep- 
reseoatives have done iù this matter 
and give the measure their hearty 
support.

Their report 
was as follows; We fonnd the court 
house in fair oondition, with the 
exception of the lavatory and grand 
jury room. Tbere ls necessity for sa 
larger flow of water in sho lavatory, 
and the grand jury room needs reno. 
vating and refurnishing. We aleo 
recommended that the corridors in 
the building, as well as the floor of 
the onurt room be covered with some 
material that will lessen tue noise 
of people moving about. 

„We found the jail in an ubeafe and 
unsanitary condition. The cells are 
crowded ; the wooden floora are honey 
conbed as A result of the extensive 
use of chemicala necessary to avoid 
or destroy vermin brought.in by pris- 
onors. The, walle and ceilings ara 
breaking ond have been defaced by 
the inmates. The lavatories are old, 
apsvited and inadequate for the use 
of such an institution, Notwithetand- 
ing the bad physical condition of the 
bailding, we found it clean and well 
kept. Wwe believe the sheriff and his 
wife ere doing their full duty and 
under the viroumstances are desery- 
ing of the commendation of this 
body. in the interests of humanity 
and good sanitation, to say nothing 
of the safety of the inmates, we oarn: 
eatly recoaimend to the honorable 
board of county commissioners the 
immediate remodeling of the present

Gents On $100 Gompulsory. 

Senator Price has introdaced a law 
relating to the building and maiptain- 
ing our system of roads, bridges, 
drains atc. 

This bill requires the County Com- 
missioners to levy a tax of 20 centa 
on the 8100 for the purpose of build- 
ing. maintaining our roads, bridges, 
drains, eto., and gives them the pow- 
er to levy a greater amount for the 
same purpose if they deem it noces- 
sary. It provides for the appointment 
of a civil engineer by the Commis- 
sioner who ia to have general super- 
vision over the road system, make out 
specifications, employ such help aa he 
may deem necessary : have charge and 
contro] over the machinery, teams, 
carte, wagons, eto., in fact ‘‘shall 
have entire charge, control and super- 
vision of the working, repairing ro- 
constructing. of the public roads, 
bridges and drains in Wicomico Uoun- 
ty and shall make all specifications 
for the building of new roads. and 
bridges“ 

He is Hmited in his expenditures to 
the sum levied, and oan only esceed 
thie amount with the written consent 
of the Commissioners. All bills are 
to de paid by the Commissioners but 
certified to by him. 

An annual report must be made by 
him and a detailed statement of the 
werk, eto., at any time called upon. 
The term is given as four years, the 
salary at not less than $1500 nor over 
$2000. He is allowed 8800 for addi- 
tional expenses. The engineer can 
only be removed for ‘‘imorrality, in- 
cumpetenoy or wilful neglect of duty“ 
Thesbill farther provides that if any 
person or persona desire the improve- 
ment of a road not contemplated by 
the Commmiseiovers, they oan file a pe: 
tition for it and an examination will 
be made by the Engineer and ifa 
favorable report is made, then the 
Commissionera may order the work 
done, provided those asking for the 
road defray at least one half the cost. 

Tha County Commissioners are given 
the power of condemnation for the 
purpose of widening, straightening, 
altering, improving, eto., any rond. 
Also the power to remove trees, posts 
and other obstructions, and for laying 
ons publio drains, water courses aud 
publio landings uu any water in the 
county when in their judgment publio 
convenience or necessity demande it, 
If condemnation proceedings are re- 
sorted to, a commission ot three disio- 
terested versous are ty be appointed to 
value and ussers damages noil vesis 
and to estimate benefits. All new 
roads zu be opened in the county chall 
be thirty feet wide. It provider that 
no person or corporation, its ageuts 
or employees, exercising thu business 
of a common carrier shall pe:mit of 
vehicles to obstroct any public 
crossing for more than five minutes 
at a time. This is in brief, some of 
the main features of the proposed road 
law. The law itself gous very thor- 
onghly in all these matters und deals 
with several other minor fextores as 
well,

ginger. Leonard was found not guilty 
—but the Oourt took oon to say 
that the salo of uxtract uf ginger, Tus : 
lingvwon's Baleum of Life, in fact any 
liquid compound which was capable 
of being used n a beverage or drink, 
either as it ie sold, or by mixture 
witk auy other liquid and whioh 
when drank in sufficient quantities 
would produce intoxication would be 
a wale of intoxicating liquor, it used 
by the purchaser for diinxing pur- 
posse, and would be punishable under 
the law; and thata sale of any each 
liquid to a person who was in the 
habit of getting drank, in a quantity 
sufficient to indicate its ase as a bev- 
erage, would be held to be such æ vio- 
lation as would be panished by the 
extreme penalty of the law.

igsioners to levy at least twenty cents 
on the $100 will gourantee a fund of 
olose to $25,000 each year for this pur- 
pose. Theemploying of a Oounty 
Engineer and clearly defining his 
duties, will tend toward making this 
pars of the toad work of much great- 
er benefit than it ja at present, al- 
though this part of the work has been 
done in a manner most acceptable to 
the Board of Commintioners and to 
the taxpayers as well. The proposed 
law gives the engineer much greater 
control over the building and con- 
struction of the highways than under 
the present system. 

Another feature of the law is to en- 
courage residents to build roads along 
their property by providing fora re- 
port and recommendation, which if 
favorable, will probably result io a 
most cases in roads being built it 
those asking for samo will pay one 
half the cost. 


DIVORCE, LOCAL OPTION AND POLITICS. 


It is anfortunate that the question 
aa to whether or not local option shall 
be granted to jany seotion of this State 
should be mixed up with politics asjit 
is and has been for the past~ several 
years. 

We have always believed that this 
is for the most part a moral question 
and one which should be left to the 
citizens of any County, District or 
community to decide for iteelf—that 
is local option aa far-as the liquor 
qvestion is cancerned. While not be- 
lieving iu the traffic of intoxicating 
beverages on general principles onr- 
selves we are perfectly willing for 
every man to have and keep his opin- 
fon on this matter. But the way that 
liquor has been injected in the poli- 
tlos of this State does not tend to 
better government, and the qnestiou 
should be settled now so we in the 
State at large at least would yet oloaç 
of it. There is not the slightest 
argument in a country supposed in 
part at loast to be governed by the 
people, why a local option law relat- 
ing to any yuesticn of thie nature 
should not be left to the compen? 
to which it applies. 

The bill ot the Anti-Saloon TON 
may or may not be a perfect measure, 
we do not presome to pass judgment 
upon this, but the principles which 
it embodies—that of allowing the 

citizens of Baltimore City or any 
other place tu which it applies of 
voting on the subject is only just and 
right. The passage of this bill will 
take the matter more or less out of 
politics and this together with the 
fairness of the proposition of allowing 
people themselves to settle the ques- 
tion at an election should briny to its 
support enough votes to pass the, mens- 
ure, As far as the sentiment‘in this 
Oounty is concerned it is unquestipn- 
ably in favor ot the bill, and every 
Tepresentative at Annapolis from chia 
Uounty is under obligations to support 
the bill moat if not all of them hay- 
ing in so many words pledged them- 
selves to do so both in the primary 
fight and the general olevtion fight.

The resolution was drafted primar- 
ily because of the fact that Cornelius 
P. Swain, of Bridgeville. Del.. whose 
appointment as United States Mareh. 
all for Delaware was the original 
cause of the Du Pont developmant is 
a prominent member of the Metnodist 
Episcopal denomination. He is a 
trustee of the Bridgeville Ohuroh and 
is superintendent of the Sunday 
School. He is not attending the ses- 
sion of conference. The appointment 
of Swain, ic will be recalled, was 
withdrawn by President Taft, at the 
request of Senator du Pont, after 
chargea of vote buying had been made 
against him. 


To Bring To Trial.

Dr. Hoffecker pledged the preachers 
to ‘expel from the membership of our 
churches all persons who shall be 
found guity of this crime against the 
State. Amendments offered by Rav. 
Vaughn 8 Collins, of Middletown, 
Del., and Rev. Dr. Charles A. Hill, 
pastor of St. Paul's Ohuroh, where 
the conference sessions are being held 
were adopted. ‘they changed the 
above phrase to read to bring to 
trial all those charged with shia 
orime against the State.

Tidy Blouses. 

Blouses made of thin fabrics often 
look untidy’ and unfinished at the 
back, owing, to the difficulty in con- 
cealing the sewing on of the hooks 
or buttons. A meat way to do this is 
to stitch on a small bor plait after 
the hooks have been sewed on, or the 
sewing which shows through can be 
covered. over with lace, a band of em- 
broldery or amy suitable trimming. 

When it is the placket hole that is 
changing loosely, and, in the case of a 
fragile fabric, it:seems likely to tear, 
sew a hook and eye as far down each 
side as possible and press the hook 
together to keep it from coming un- 
fastened. This will hold the ends of 
the placket. hole together and prevent 
any? chance,of their dragging and tear- 
ing. 


Dyef Hat Roses Artistically. 

Faded artificial flowers are well 
worth wearing if made to look like 
new by the following plan: Buy a 
packet of onesof the many cheap dyes 
in the desired shade. Prepare it and 
test it with white muslin to be sure it 
is the right shade, and then, after 
‘brushing and shaking the flowers free 
from dust, dip the beads into the dye, 
lift oyt and rinse in cold water. Then, 
if they are flowers with centers of a 
deeper shade, such as roses, mix a 
small quantity of the-dye in a thicker 
oonsistency, .so that it is a few shades 
darker, and paint the middle petals 
only very lightly with a paint brush 
dipped in this, after the first ceating 
has dried. The stalks and leaves 
should be paonted all over\with gum. 


i Theretis no end to the variety in 
shapes and styles designed for chil- 
dren this season. Taking their cue 
from the king for bonnets shown by 
grownups, designers have copied 
nearly all the shapes, modifying them 
more or less for little folks. This 
branch of ofiliinery—millinery for 
ehildren—has shown a wonderful de- 
velopment in the past three years. 
This is the result of specializing, on 
the part of designers and trimmers, 
ho showed a marked talent for mak- 
ing children's hats, 

The bonnet shown, made of alternat- 
dng folds of beaver cloth and plald vel- 
‘vet, is modeled on the Dutch cap, 
‘with the crown extended, It is dis- 
‘tinctly childish.

Wicomico County Ever Suffered -- Saw Mill Blows Up While In Operation Near Salisbury 
Killing Nearly All The Grow—Fearful Spectacle. 


LARGE BRICK PLANT 


New Yard At Delmar Will Have 40,000 
Dally Capacity. 


The Salisbury Brick Company. 
which recently bought W. B. Elliott's 
brick plant, and twenty four acres of 
land, is preparing to have a big yard 
at Delmar. Everything in the plant 
will be entirely new. There will be 
one housa 100 by 100 feet of structural 
iron, Brick sheds will cover a space 
100 by 160 feet. The machine house 
will be thirty by forty two feet. 
There will be five kilns, eavh wisn a 
capacity of 100,000 bricks at each 
bnroing. The brick machine is guar- 
anteed to make 40,000 bricks per day, 
abopt four times as many as Mr. Ell- 
jott’s old machine turned out. This 
| Company also purchased nearly ten 
acres of lund of John G. Smith, and 
a sidetrack will be turned right into 
the kilns.

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One of the most fear ful accidents 
whioh ever happened in- this County 
took place on Tuesday afternoon of 
this week when the boiler in the mill 
owned by Hermos Hearn and located 
on the land of Mr. W. Dow Milla, 
formerly owned by Levin B. Weather- 
ly, blew up and killed four men em- 
ployed and injured four others. 

The explosion was one of the most 
terrifio ever seen in this section, and 
it is practically impossible to imagine 
a more complete wreck of a boiler 
and mill than that seen on the 
grounds where this mill was located. 
According to the report of those 
around the mill who survived the 
affair the noise made was similar to 
that of a dynamite explosion. The 
boiler was split on all sides and 
spread ont like a dishcloth, and was 
carried cloge to 108 yards from its 
bed, the heads of the boiler were car- 
ried from 50 to 75 feet farther while 
some of the tubing was to be seen far 
in the distance. The engine bed wan 
overturned and the machinery com- 
pletely demolished. Of the mill and 
framework nothing was left standing 
except two or three of the upright 
posts. Bricks were thrown in every 
direction and could be seen scattered 
around fora distance of 150 yards or 
more. The only thing abont the mill 
that escaped the fearful upheaval was 
the saw and carriage. It is almost im- 
possible to imagine a more completa 
wreck than the mill, and there is 
little to mark the mull site Dut the 


hole in the grouad where the boiler 
atood, the saw and the carringe,- while 


in every direction around various 
parte of the framing, machinery and 
other parts of a mill whioh a few 
minutes before wae busily engaged in

the manfacture of lumber. While of 
the nine men who were engaged in 
the work, four were dead never know- 
ing what struck them, four wounded 
two of them fatally, and the othera 
only eacaping by a miracle. All those 
who afterwards were on the soene 
could hardly believe that it would 
be possible for a man standing at the 
lever on the carriage could escape the 
tain of death which would be seen 
took place in front, behind and on 
either side of Mr. W. F. Bailey, who 
was thas located when the explosion 
took place. Another fortunate one 
was Mr. Grover Mills who was work- 
ing the edcer, although he did not 
escape entirely having hie face and 
hands badly burned and injured. Of 
the others, Mr. Hermos Hearn, who 
Was running the mill was tbrown a 
distance of olose to 60 feet, having 
both legs severed, sku!l crushed and 
otherwise mangled, Irving Kennerly, 
fireman orushed and instantly killed. 
W. Dow Mills owner of the mill and 
whose timber was being unt killed, 
Frank Mollock, colored sawyer, 
thrown out and killed. Au these 
weré for the most part terribly mang- 
led and in part dismembered. The 
following were injured; 
Robert Mollock, son uf Frank, bones 
broken and hurt internally and will 
die. Wesley Waller, colored, legs 
broken and badly mashed up and died 
later. Robert West, head injured and 
| bones broken. Grover U. Mille, face 
scalded and lacerated by fying debris. 
As soon as the accident nappened 
word was telephoned to Salisbury and 
Drs. Potter, Dick, Wailes, Todd and 
Truitt rushed to the soene with 
bandages and medicines and gave aid 
to the wounded. Wesley Waller and 
Robert Mollook were rusbed to the 
Hospital in Salisbury and Mills and 
west carried to their homes where 
medical attention was given them. 


Story Of The Man Who Escaped. 


Mr. Willie F. Batley, son of Jons- 
tice W. H. H. Bailey, of Hebron, the 
only man out of the nine who escap- 
ed injury told the following story of 
the affair; 

“I was standing within two feet of 

Mr. Dow Mille, who was sitting on a 
box waiting for the mill tn start op. 
Kennerly was in the dust pit firing. 
Hermos Hearn bad his hand on the 
throttle, waiting for the steam to 
z up. Grover Mille was standing 


a little back of Robert West and Wea- 
ley Waller was near the carriage. 
Frank Mollock and his son Robert 
were on the outside end of the mill 
jat the saw table Hearn called that 
| he was starting the engine and about 
| that time I heard a loud noise. I 
started to turn out of the mill sbed 
and in a second I was blinded by mud 
and hot sawdust, I kept going and 
when I got out in the open I stopped 
and after getting the dirt out of my 
eyes so that I could see I turned and 
fora minnte I was struck dumb. 
There was nothing left of the mill, 
boiler, engine or mill house and aa 1 
oast my eyes to the ground I saw 
dead and wounded men lying all 
T started back to 
the mill and saw Grover Mills with 
his hands to bis face trying to got 
to the mill also. I grabbed him and 
told him to run across the road to the 
bouse for belp and then started to 
Mr. Milla who was nearest % mo but 
saw that he wae practically dead. I 
then rushed to the otver men one af- 
ter another but the only ones I found 
alive were Waller, young Mollock and 
Robert West and all of these ezoopt 
West bad their legs broken or arms 
broken and were ‘terribly mangled. 
I did not know for a few seconds 
what had happened and then dawned 
upon me that the mill had blown up 
and killed everybody almost except 
myself. No, I do not know how it 
happened. We had been having some 
trouble with the boiler keeping steam 
for a week and it is possible the water 
was low in the boiler, dat the gaugea 
showed water juat beforé tho aooi- 
dent. It is an awful thing to be 
working with eight or ten men one 
minute and the next to wake up and 
tind the mili in which you worked 
blown away and the dead and dying 
fying all around you. Just now I en- 
caped I do not know bat I did not got 
a scratob,"' 

Wesley Waller colored died late 
Tuesday afternoon and Mollock 1s ex- 
pected to die st any time, making in 
oll eix dead from the sooident.

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LOCAL-OPTION FIGHT 


Hot —Legislature Closes On Monday—Many 
Measures Unsettled. 


Annapolis is now in the last stages 
of its usual convulsions attendant up- 
ou the closing scenes of legislative 
work. The greatest fight is upon the 
Anti-Saloon’s Local Option Bill, 
This bill passed the House last week 
with an amendment making the entire 
City of Baltimore and each County 
the amit instead of by wards and dia- 
tricts as waa intended by the original 
Bill. The passage of this bill was 
one of the stormiest scenes witnessed 
in the Honse for years and probably 
as much feeling bas been shown on 
this matter as was ever shown on any 
similar measure for years, The most 
dramatic incident of the fight was 
the charge that John O. Malley, State 
Auditor. had oftered Mr. Swallwood 
a bribe of $2500 for his support uf the 
Bill. The committee appointed by 
the House to investigate this alleged 
bribe atter a ¢tormy session brought 
in a report upholding the contention 
of Mr. Smallwood and turning the 
matter over to the authorities of Anne 
Arundel County for prosecution, Mr. 
Malley has been arrested and held for 
the Grand Jury of that Connty, and 
his bail fixed at $10,000, 

After the passage of this Hill by 
the House the fight was carried at 
once to the Senate, where it is now 
raging with all its old time vigor. 
Oharges and counter charges are being 
made. It is uncertain what the tinal 
outcume will be, bat many believe 
the Bill will be amended so as to ex- 
empt Baltimore City. This is equiv- 
alent to killing tte Bill entirely for 
if so amended it will bave to go back 
to the House and there is no one who 
believedtnat ifjagain sent there it will 
ever get through in the limited time 
before the Legislature adjourns. 
When the showdown comes however, 
it is possible that some. of the Sena- 
tora who are believed now to be op 
posed to the Bill, will vote for it on 
the grounds tnat their home counties 
so wish. 

There are many other measores 
hung up either in the House or Senate 
and the fate of many is at present, 
problematical. Senator Price's State 
Road Bill has passed tha Senare and 
is now in the House. Thie bill named 
the new Road Commissioners thus 
shearing Governor Goldsborongh of 
the appointive power. Another road 
dil similar to this has been pnesed by 
the House but in this Bill the ap- 
pointive power is left in the hands of 
the Governor. Which, if either of 
these bills, will be finally accepted is 
hard to state. Governor Goldborough 
had indicated olearly that ho will ve- 
to any bill attemting to strip him uf 
his power, whether he would go ta 
this extent aud let the polloy of im- 
proving our roads be ubandoned as it 
will have to be it the Legislature does 
not fornieh more funds, is a mooted 
question 

The impression among those who 
know the Governors“ feeling lu this 
matter unhesitatingly state that he 
will veto the bill unless he is given 
the power to make the appointments.

Tho Prouidentin) Primary Bill hae 
passed the Sonate aud a big effort is 
being made to get it through the 
House. Ite fate is doubtful. The 
question of confirmiag the Governors 
appointments haz not been settled yet, 
although the general impression is 
that most of them will be confirmed. 
It is stated that all the local appolut - 
ment for this county will be confirmed 
withthe possible exception of one of 
the Jutices of the Peace, and that the 
charges are in favor of bis confirms- 
tion as well. 1

SAYS ROOSEVELT 


Omii Presidents Attitude on 
Popular Government, 


— 


PEOPLE'S VOICE MUST PREVAIL 


“heered For Speech In Opening Active 
Campaign For Nomination — Quotes 
Taft as Opposed to the Majority. 
Stands Squarely on His Columbus 
(O.) Address. 


The salient passages in Colonel 
Roosevelt's forceful campaign speech. 
delivered in Carnegie hall, New York 
Wednesday evening, are given below: 

The great fundamental issue now be 
fore the Republican party and before 
our people can be stated briefly. It is, 
Are the American people fit to goveru 
themselves, to rule themselves, to con 
trol themselves? 1 believe they are 
My opponents do not. I believe in the 
right of tbe people to rule. I believe 
that the majority of the plain people 
of the United States will, day in and 
day out, mnke fewer mistakes in gov- 
erning themselves than any smaller 


‘class or body of men, no matter what 


their training, wii! make in trying to 
govern them. I believe again that the 
American people are as a whole capu- 
ble of self control and of learning by 
their mistakes. Our opponents pay li}. 
loyalty to this doctrine, but they show 
their real beliefs by the way in which 
they champion every device to make 
the nominal rule of the people a sham 

I have scant patience with this talk 
of the tyranny of the majority. When 
ever there is tyranny of the majority ! 
shall protest against it with all my 
heart and soul. But we are today suf- 
fering from the tyranny of the minor- 
ities. It is a small minority that is 
grabbing our coal deposits, our water 
powers and our harbor fronts. A smali 
minority is fattening on the sale of 
adulterated foods and drugs. It is a 
small minority that lies behind monop- 
olies and trusts. It is a small minority 
that stands behind the present law of 
master and servant, the sweatshops 
and the whole calendar of social and 
industrial injustice. It is a small mi- 
nority that is today using our conven- 
tion system to defeat the will of a ma- 
jority of the people in the choice of 
delegates to the Chicago convention. 

Not For Recall Everywhere. 

My opponents charge that two things 
in my program are wrong because they 
intrude into the Sauctuary of the judi- 
clary. The first is the recall of judges 
and the second the review by the peo- 
ple of judicial decisions on certain con- 
stitutional questions. I have said again 
and again that 1 do not advocate the 
recall of judges in all states and in all 
communities. The integrity of our 
judges, from Marshall to White and 
Holmes—and to Cullen and many others 
in our own state—is a fine page ot 
American history. But—I say it sober- 
ly—democracy has a right to approach 
the sanctuary of the courts when n 
Special interest bas corruptly found 
Sanctuary there, and this is exactly 
What has happened in some of ttie 
States where the recall of the judges is 
a living issue. Is it not equally plain 
that the question whether a given so 
cla) policy is for the public good is not 
of a judicial nature, but should be set- 
tled by the legislature, or in the final 
instance by the people themselves? 

The president of the United States, 
Mr. Taft, devoted most of a recent 
Speech to criticism of this proposition 
He says that It “is utterly without 
merit or utillty, and instead of being 
in the Interest of all the peo- 
ple and of the stability of popular gov- 
ernment, ls sowing the seeds of confu- 
sion and tyranny.” (By this he, of 
,ourse, Means the tyranny of the ma- 
Jority—that ls, the tyranny of the 
American people as a whole.) He also 
Says that my proposal (which, as be 
rightly sees, is merely a proposal to 
give the people a real instead of only u 
nominal chance to construe and amend 
a state constitution with reasonable 
rapidity) would make such amendmen: 
and interpretution “depend on the fe 


verish, uncertain and unstable deter $ 


mination of successive votes on differ 
ent laws by temporary and changing 
majorities,” and that „it lays the nx n! 
the foot of the tree of well ordered 
freedom und subjects the guarantees of 
life, Uberty and property without rem- 
edy to the fitful impulse of a tempo 
rary majority of nn electorate,” 

This criticism is really less a crit! 
cisin of my proposal than na eriticis: 
of all popuſur government. it 1 
wholly unfounded, unless it js founde: 
on the belief that the people are fund 
mentally untrustworthy. This ts tt 
question that 1 propose to submit 4 
the people. How can the prevailin: 
morality or a preponderant opinion b. 
better and more exactly ascertained 
than by a vote of the people? The 
people must know better than the 
court what their own morality ane 
thelr own opinion is, I ask that you 
here, you and others Ike you, you the 
people. be given the chance to stati 
your own views of justice and publi 
morality nud not sit meekly by and 
have your viewx announced for you b 
well meaning adherents of out worn 
vhllosopliles, who exalt the pedantry of 
formular above the vital needa of ku 
man lite. 

Mr. Taft's position is the position 
that has been held from the beginning 
ef ou? government. although not al 
ways so openly held, by a large num:

ber of reputable and honorable men 
who down at bottom distrust popular 
government and whan they must ac- 
cept if accept it with reluctance and 
hedge around it with every species of 
restriction and check and balance 80 
as to make the power of the people as 
limited nud as ineffective as possible. 
Mr. Taft fairly defines the issue when 
be says that our government is and 
should be a government of all the peo- 
ple by a representative part of the peo- 
ple. This is an excellent and moderate 
description of an oligarchy. It defines 
‘our goverument as a government of all 
of thé people by a few of the people. 

1 am not speaking jokingly nor do I 
mean to be unkind, for I repeat that 
many honorable and well meaning men 
of high character take this view and 
have taken It from the time of the for- 
mation of the nation. Essentially this 
view is that the constitution is a strait- 
jacket to be used for the control of an 
unruly patient—the people. Now, 
nold that this view is not only false, 
but mischievous, that our constitutions 
are instruments designed to secure jus- 
tice by securing the deliberate but ef- 
fective expression of the popular will, 
that the checks and balances are valua- 
able as far and only so far as they ac- 
eomplish that deliberation and that it 
is a warped and unworthy and improp- 
er construction of our form of gov- 
ernment to see in it only a means of 
thwarting the popular will and of pre 
venting justice. Mr. Taft says that 
“every class” should have a “voice” in 
the government. That seems to be a 
very serious misconception of the 
American political situation. The real 
trouble with us is that some classes 
have had too much voice. One of the 
most important of all the lessons to be 
taught and to be learned is that a man 
should vote not as a representative of 
a class, but merely as a good citizen, 
whose prime interests are the same us 
those of all other good citizens. 

Taft's “Disbelief In the People.” 

Mr. Taft again and again, in quota- 
tions I have given and elsewhere 
through his speech, expresses his dis- 
belief in the people when they vote at 
the polls. In one sentence he says that 
the proposition gives powerful effect 
to the momentary impulse of a major- 
ity of an electorate and prepares the 
way for the possible exercise of the 
grossest tryanny.“ Elsewhere’ he 
speaks of the “feverish uncertainty" 
and “unstable determination” of laws 
by “temporary and changing majort 
ties,” and ngain he says that the sys- 
tem I propose “would result in suspen- 
sion or application of constitutional 
guarantees according to popular 
whim.” which would destroy "all pos- 
sible consistency" in constitutional in- 
terpretation. I should much like to 
know the exact distinction that is to 
be made between what Mr. Taft calls 
“the fitful impulse’ of a temporary ma- 
jority” when applied to a question such 
as that I raise and any other question. 
Remember that under my proposal to 
review a rule of decision by popular 
vote, amending or construing to that 
extent the constitution, would certainly 


į take at least two years from the time 


of the election of the legislature which 
passed the act. Now, only four months 
elapse between the nomination and the 
election of n man as president, to fill 
for four yenrs the most important of- 
fice in the land. In one of Mr. Taft's 
speeches he speaks of “the voice of 
the people as coming next to the voice 
of God.” Apparently, then, the decision 
of the people about the presidency, aft- 
er four months’ deliberation, is to be 
treated as “next to the voice of God.“ 
but If after two years of sober thought 
they decide that women and children 
shall be protected in industry, or men 
protected from excessive hours of labor 
under unhygenle conditions, or wage 
workers compensated when they lose 
life or limb in the service of others, 
then their decision forthwith becomes 
a “whim” and “feverish” and “unsta- 
ble” and an exercise of “the grossest 
tyranny” ond the “laying of the ax to 
the foot of the tree of freedom.” That 
is the old, old doctrine which has been 
acted upon for thousands of years 
abroad and which here in America bas

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been acted upcà Sometimes dpeniş, 
sometines secretly, for forty years by 
many men in public and in private 
life, and I am sorry to say by many 
judges; a doctrine which has in fatt 
tended to create a bulwark for privi- 
lege, a bulwark unjustly protecting 
special interests against the rights of 
the people as a whole.. This doctrine 
is to me a dreadful doctrine, for its ef 
fect is, and can only be, to make the 
courts the shield of privilege against 
popular rights. Naturally, every up- 
holder and beneficiary of crooked priv- 
ilege loudly applauds the doctrine. It 
is behind the shield of that doctrine 
that crooked clauses creep into laws, 
that men of wealth contro! legislation 
“Just Judges Safe.” 

Remember I am not discussing the 
recall of judges—although I wish it 
distinctly understood that the recall 18 
| a mere piece of machinery to take the 
place of the unworkable impeachment 
which Mr. Taft in effect defends and 
that if the days of Maynard ever came 
| back again in the state of New York 
I should favor it. I have no wish to 
come to it, but our opponents when 
they object to all efforts to secure real 
justice from the courts are strengthen 
| ing the hands of those who demand 
the recall. In a great many states 
there has been for many years a real 
recall of judges as regards appoint- 
| ments, promotions, reappointments and 
re-elections, and this recall was 
through the turn of a thumbscrew at 
the end of a long distance rod in the 
hands of great interests. I believe that 
a just judge would feel far safer in the 
bands of the people than in the hands 
of those interests. 

My remedy is not the result of a li- 
brary study of constitutional law. but 
of actual and long continued experi- 
ence in the use of governmental power 


to redress social and industrial evils. 


Again and again earnest workers for 
social justice have said to me that the 
most serious obstacles that they bave 
encountered during the many years 
that they have been trying to save 
American women and children from 
destruction in American industry have 
been the courts. ‘That is the judgment 
of almost all the social workers I know 
and of dozens of parish priests and 
clergymen and of every executive and 
legislator who has been seriously at- 
tempting to use government as an 
agency for social and industrial better- 
ment. What is the result of this sys- 
tem of judicial nullificaton? It was 
accurately stated by the court of ap- 
peals of New York in the employers’ 
Mability case, where it was calmly and 
judicially declared that the people un- 
der our republican government are less 
free to correct the evils that oppress 
them than are the people of the mon- 
archies of Europe. To any man with 
vision, to any man with broad and real 
social sympathies, to any man who be- 


‘| leves with all his heart in this great 


democratic republic of ours, such a 
condition is intolerable. It is not gov- 
ernment by the people, but mere sham 
government in which the will of the 
people is constantly defeated. It is 
out of this experience that my remedy 
has come, nnd let it be tried in this 
field. When as the result of years of 
education and debate a majority of the 
people have decided upon a remedy for 
an evil from which they suffer and 
have chosen a legislature and executive 
pledged to embody that remedy in law 
and the law has been finaly passed 
and approved I regard it as monstrous 
that a bench of judges shall then say 
to the people: “You must begin all over 
again. First, amend your constitution 
[which will take four years]; second, 
secure the passage of a new law 
(which will take two years more]; 
| third, earry that new law over the 
weary course of litigation (which will 
take no human being knows how long); 
fourth, submit the whole matter over 
again to the very same judges who 
have rendered the decision to which 
you object. Then, if your patience 
holds out and you finally prevail, the 
will of the majority of the people may 
have its way.” Such a system is not 
popular government, but a mere mock- 
ery of popular government. 
People Will Define “Liberty.” 
The decisions of which we complain 
are, as a rule, based upon the constitu- 
tional provision that no person shall 
be deprived of life. liberty or property 
without due process of law. The terms 
| “fe, liberty and property” have beeu 
| used in the constitutions of the English 
| speaking peoples since Magna Charta. 
| Until within the last sixty years they 
| were treated as having specific mean- 
| ings—“property” meant tangible prop- 
erty; “liberty” meant freedom from 
personal restraint, or, in other words, 
from imprisonment in its largest defi- 
nition. About 1870 our court began to 
| attach to these terms new meanings. 
Now “property” has come to mean 
every right of value which a person 
| could enjoy, and “liberty” bas been 
| made to include the right to make con- 
| tracts. As a result, when the state 
| mits the hours for which women may 
labor, it is told by the courts that this 
| law deprives them of their “liberty,” 
| and when it restricts the manufacture 
‘of tobacco in a tenement it is told that 
the law deprives the landlord of his 
“property.” Now. I do not belleve 
that any people, and especially our 
free American people, will long con- 
sent that the term “liberty” shall be 
defined for them by a bench of judges, 
Every people has defined that term for 
itself in the course of ita development. 
Taak lo to Strive For Justice. 
Friends, our task as Americans is to 
strive for social and industrial justice,

This is our end, our pur- 
pose. The methods for achieving the 
end are merely expedients to be finally 
accepted or rejected according as actu- 
al experience shows that they work 
well or fll. But in our bearts we must 
have this lofty purpose, and we must 
strive for it in all earnestness and sin- 
cerity or our work will come to noth- 

ing. In order to succeed we neod lend-

Itis of little mat- 
ter whether any one man fails or suc- 
ceeds, hut the cause shall not fall, for 
it is the enuse of mankind. We, here 
in America, hold in our hands the hope 
of the world. the fate of the coming 
years, and sinme and disgrace will be 
ours if in our eyes the light of high 
resolve is dimmed, if we trail in the 
dust the golden hopes of men. If on 
this new continent we merely build

divided material prosperity we shall 
have done nothing. and we sball do as
